House” seminar. This 
seminar provided informa¬ 
tion from speakers on the 
post-presidential years of 
Jimmy Carter, Herbert 
Hoover, and Thomas 
Jefferson. It also probed 
into the future of Bill 
Clinton. 


Dr. Douglas 
Brinkley 
started the 
seminar off 
by dis¬ 
cussing the 
several 
accomplish¬ 
ments that 
Jimmy 
Carter has achieved since 
leaving the presidential 
office. He thought that 
Carter had a rough time in 
office, but has since made 
up for it through his work 
with foreign affairs and 


world problems. One of 
the major problems Carter 
has dealt with is the find¬ 
ing of cures for terminal 
diseases. 

Brinkley 
then stood- 
in for Dr. 

Tim Walch, 
who had 
been sched¬ 
uled to talk 
about 
Herbert 
Hoover’s post-presidency. 

Thomas Jefferson was 
discussed next by Dr. A. B. 


Assenoh. During this dis¬ 
cussion Dr. Assenoh also 
informed students and oth¬ 
ers about the African polit¬ 
ical experience during 
Jefferson's time in office. 

The seminar concluded 
with a panel discussion, 
directed by managing edi¬ 
tor of the Times Mike 
Whitehead, concerning the 
future post-presidency of 
Bill Clinton. 

The seminar attracted 
many students from vari¬ 
ous departments of the 


college, as 
well as a 
vast 
amount of 
public sup¬ 
port. 

Other par- 
ticipating 
sponsors of 
the event 
were the International 
Lincoln Association, the 
Herbert Hoover 

Presidential Library, and

Campus police crack down

LSUS has introduced a ‘zero tolerance" policy for drugs and guns on 
campus that is taking University Court Apartments by storm LSUS police 
have enforced this policy around the apartments by random searches.

Two men were placed 
under police protection after 
the university police confis¬ 
cated drug paraphernalia in 
apartment 1511 at the 
University Court apartments. 
Both men, neither students of 
LSUS. told police they had 
nothing to do with the drugs 
or drug paraphernalia found 
in the apartment, and that it 
belonged to the resident who 
left the apartment prior to the 
arrival of the police. Sergeant 
Richard Coutee and officer 
Roddney Christian reported 
to the apartment on Jan. 21 at 
3 p.m. after receiving a 911 
call coming from the apart¬ 
ments. The anonymous 911 
caller said there was a large 
amount of a controlled sub¬ 
stance and a “problem” in 
apartment 1511. When the 
two officers arrived at the 
apartment, the police report 
stated there was a strong odor 
of marijuana present after 
one of the two men in the 
apartment opened the door. 
The two men were let go, but 
university police chief Ron 
Parker stated he will arrest 


the resident when he returns. 
“ He has yet to return.” 
Parker said. 

By closely monitoring the 
U.C. apartments, Parker does 
not feel the problem with 
drugs has gotten out of con¬ 
trol. 

Cherl Manson, manage¬ 
ment director of U.C. apart¬ 
ments, said she doesn’t stand 
for drugs on the premises. 
With approximately 70 resi¬ 
dents per community assis¬ 
tant. the six community assis¬ 
tants for the U.C. apartments, 
said Manson, attempt to stay 


informed with the on goings 
for the residents they oversee. 

One point made by Manson 
and Parker is the majority of 
students living at the U.C. 
apartments are not breaking 
any laws. It is the invited 
friends of residents that are 
causing the most problems. 

“LSUS has a zero toler¬ 
ance policy on drugs and 
guns found on the premis¬ 
es,” said Parker. “All drugs 
and guns will be confiscat¬ 
ed and we will prosecute. 
We will not show 
lenience.”

Mouths of the South wanted 
for Spring session of debate

The debate department 
wants you to join this 
spring if you think your 
mind can keep up with 
your mouth. A new type 
of debate, public debate, 
is tailored for any student 
because it is generally 
judged by college under¬ 
graduates, not debate 
experts. The debate team 
has already been active 
this semester, but their 
first meeting will be on 
Wednesday, Feb. 3, 1999, 
in Bronson Hall, Room 
310. The team is recruit¬ 
ing debaters and needs 
judges for public debate 
the weekend of Feb. 19-20 
at LSUS. 

According to debate 
coach Dr. M.G. Jarzabek, 
spring is the busiest time 
of the year for the LSUS 
debate team. Currently, 
there is a tentative sched¬ 
ule listing five weekend 
tournaments. Four are 
outside the Shreveport- 
Bossier area. The tourna¬ 
ments generally begin on a 
Saturday morning and 
conclude by Sunday after¬ 
noon. Dr. Jarzabek can be 
reached at (318) 797-5318. 

Travel, and room and 


board for out-of-town 
tournaments are provided 
by the university. 
Departure time for each 
event is different, depend¬ 
ing on the tournament’s 
location. 

Most tournaments have 
different types of debates. 
Each debate has different 
levels, such as novice or 
expert, depending on 
experience. 

Public debate is the 
most relaxed form. It’s 
one person against another 
in a discussion, which may 
tum into an argument, on a 
topic that is decided by 
process of elimination by 
both debaters 30 minutes 
prior to the round. The 
tournament officials pro¬ 
vide a list of five possible 
topics. Some of these top¬ 
ics deal with current 
affairs while others are 
humorous in nature. Public 
debate is based on values 
and logic, not a mountain 
of evidence. This makes it 
more fun and less intimi¬ 
dating for the inexperi¬ 
enced participants. 

Debaters are judged on 
composure, reasoning, 
humor, logic and wit. 
There are usually six 
rounds of public debate at 
each tournament. 


Parliamentary debate is 
more structured than pub¬ 
lic debate because it is two 
on two. Everyone speaks 
in a specific order to avoid 
redundancy. There isn’t a 
cross examination period. 
Teams may ask questions 
in the middle of speeches. 
The topic changes from 
round to round at each 
tournament. Logic and 
analytical thinking are 
more crucial to the 
debaters than evidence. 
Parliamentary debate can 
get rowdy because booing, 
hissing and cheering are 
allowed. 

CEDA debate (Cross- 
Examination Debate 
Assoc.) is the most struc¬ 
tured form of debate. It is 
based on courtroom eti¬ 
quette with cross examina¬ 
tions and evidence culled 
from a wide spectrum of 
news and authorities. The 
CEDA topic is the same 
for an entire semester. 

Debating develops pub¬ 
lic speaking skills, can 
increase your knowledge 
of the world, and it does¬ 
n’t have to take up all of 
your time. Try it for a 
weekend; it may be more 
fun than you think.

For those that pre¬ 
ferred the friendly 
staff and the snacks 
of Mel’s Cajun Cafe 
over that of the local 
fast food chains, 
there is disappoint¬ 
ment to see that the 
food service in the 
UC has been discon¬ 
tinued “indefinitely”. 

As of Dec. 31, 
1998, Mel’s Catering 
Service chose not to 
reinstate their con¬ 


tract as food service 
provider for LSUS. 
According to Mike 
Ferrell, vice chancel¬ 
lor of business 
affairs, the diner was 
only grossing around 
$200-250 a day, 
which was not 
enough considering 
the overhead neces¬ 
sary for operating the 
food service. Such 
low revenue is 
explained by the fact 
that so many new 
restaurants have 
been built recently in 


the LSUS area.. 
Also, because LSUS 
is mostly a commuter 
population, many 
students find the 
local drive-lhrough’s 
more convenient. 

Ferrell said that 25 
to 30 businesses 
were contacted to bid 
on the food service 
but none were inter¬ 
ested due to the lack 
of potential profits. 
However, efforts are 
being made to find 
an applicable system 
that would benefit 


both the food service 
provider and LSUS. 
“We're looking to do 
the best for our stu¬ 
dents,” Ferell said. 

As a temporary 
replacement of the 
food service, an 
additional vending 
machine has been 
placed in the UC 
cafeteria that offers 
many breakfast and 
lunch items — not 
just candy. Real 
food like sausage- 
biscuits and soups 
and pizza are offered 


in the machines for 
those students and 
staff that wish to 
grab a quick snack 
on campus. 

The closing of 
Mel’s Cajun Cafe is 
the first time for 
some students to 
realized that LSUS 
had a diner; for oth¬ 
ers, the closing 
means the loss of 
caring people that 
offered good person¬ 
able service.

During Fall ‘98 the 
career center began offering 
a newly constructed web site 
that enables students, as well 
as alumni, to access infor¬ 
mation 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. The web site 
puts users in touch with 
career information and 
allows them to submit 
resumes on-line. Other fea¬ 
tures on the site include 
links to current local job 
postings, links to companies 
that recruit LSUS students, 
and links national job sites. 
Now students have a choice 
- they can find career infor¬ 
mation through the web site, 
or by visiting the career cen¬ 
ter, which is located on the 
2nd floor of the 
Administration Building. 

“This service will assist 


students to access services justice 
and get their information to Webb 
potential employers 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week,” said Brian 
Hirsch, career center- 
director.

The career center has sev¬ 
eral work stations available, 
and the university provides 
many computers in labs all 
over campus, including sta¬ 
tions in Noel Memorial 
Library. Many may wish to 
access this new service in 
the confines of their own 
homes. Hirsch said that the 
web site has many other ser¬ 
vices that students should 
explore and utilize. All stu¬ 
dents wishing to submit 
resumes to the LSUS Career 
Center can now submit 
them via the on-line sys¬ 
tem. On-line resume sub¬ 
missions will get resumes 
in front of employers 
much faster.
